Being a By-Law to Provide Pensions for Employees. 


WHEREAS THE Municipal Act provides that by-laws 
may be passed by all municipalities for providing pensions 
for emiployees or any class thereof: 


THEREFORE the Council of The Corporation of The 
County of Norfolk ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1. The Municipality shall enter into an employees’ 
Retirement Annuity Contract pursuant to the Plan attachedi 
hereto and forming part of this by-law, and the Warden: and. 
the Clerk are hereby authorized and directed to execute all 
documents, and do al] things necessary in connection there- 
with, and the Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to 
affix the seal of the municipality to all such documents. 


2. The Council annually shall provide in the current 
estimates the sum required to pay for the annuities to be 
purchased by the municipality under the Plan for those 
employees who from: time to time become members of the 
Plan; and shall pay the said sum in mionthly instalments to 
the Insurer. 


3. The Municipal Treasurer shall record the payments 
iby members of the Plan in a separate account and shall remit 
same to the Insurer. 


(a) The municipal auditor shall audit all transactions 
in connection with the pension plan and shall report annually 
to the municipal council and his report shall be contained in 
the annual municipal audit. 


4. Every employee who elects to join the Plan shall 
sign a form of application for membershiip in the Plan which 
shall authorize the municipality in writing to deduct from 
his salary or wages his payments under the Plan. 
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.. Kvery employee who applies for membership in the 
Plan shall be given a copy of this by-law at the time of 
application. 


6. Every person who becomes an employee after the 
effective date of the Plan shall tbe required as a condition 
of his employment to join the Plan as provided therein. 


7. Every employee who joins the Plan shall be deemed 
to have joined it upon the terms and conditions contained: 
in this By-Law. 


8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer: 


(a) To keep a list of all member employees under the 
Plan in which shall be set out the name and age of each, the 
time when he entered the service of the municipality, a 
cumulative record of his service, the amount of his salary or 
wages from time 'to time, the mame, address, age and relation- 
ship of each beneficiary nominated by him under the Pian, 
his Normal Retirement Age, and his earlier retirement age 
according to the Plan. 


(jo) To keep a correct list of all member employees and 
former member employees who have retired or who have 
terminated their employment or whose employment has been 
terminated and the amount of the annuity to which each 
became or will become entitled to under the Plan. 


(ce) To keep such statistical and other records relative 
to the Plan as may tbe required. 


(d) To report to the council on or before the first day 
of February in each year. 


(i) The names of all member employees who have 
retired from the service of the municipality or have died dur- 
ing the last calendar year. 


(ii) The salary or wages of each member employee at 
the time of his retirement or death. 
(iii) The cause of retirement. 


(e) ‘Generally to do all things necessary in connection 
with the adiministration of the plan. 


9. Any memiber employees who claims to be entitled to 
ibe retired before his normal or earlier retirement age on 
account of disability shall make his claim to the treasurer 
who shall report thereon to council. 
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10. The municipality shall provide such clerical assis- 
tance, stationery,’ postage, printing, office and filing equip- 
ment as may be necessary to enable the Clerk and Treasurer 
to carry out their duties under this gob Law.

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(b) each employee who is not eligible on the effective 
date to become a member of the Plan under paragraph (a) 
willl become eligible on the anniversary of the effective date 
next following the fulfilment of the conditions referred to 
in paragraph (a); 


(2) In respect of a person who becomes an employee 
after the effective date, each permanent male em- 
ployee at least 21 years of age but not over 45 years of age 
(excepting employees of the police department), each per- 
manent male emiployee of the police department at least 
21 years of age but not over 40 years of age, and each per- 
manent female employee at least 30 years of age but not 
over 40 years of age, will be eligible and! must become a mem- 
ber of the Plan on the anniversary of the effective date next 
following the date on which the employee has completed 12 
months of continuous employment with the employer or the 
salary of the employee has been paid or contributed to, in 
whole or in part, by the employer for at least 12 continuous 
months; 


(3) Each employee, who has volunteered or has been 
drafted for military service prior to the effective date or 
pricr to ibecoming eligible, and who returns to service within 
six months afiter his discharge from military service, will be 
eligible to become a member of the Plan on the first day 
of the month following return to work, or following 
completion of the eligiblity conditions; 


(4) To become a member of the Plan, an eligible em- 
ployee must complete the prescribed form of application, 
which shall authorize the required payroll deductions; 


(5) Any employee who becomes a member of the Plan 
may not withdraw from it so lomg as he is an employee and 
under the normal retirement age applicable to the membber. 

3. NORMAL RETIREMENT AGE — 


The normeil retirement date will be the contract anniver- 
sary nearest the nceuinul retirement age, which is as follows:

4. CONTRIBUTIONS — 
(1) For Future Service 


(a) HBMPLOYEE — Each member of the Plan will 
contribute 5 per cent of his earnings. . 
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(b) WMPLOYER — For each member of the Plan the 
employer will contribute an amount equal to 5% of the 
employee’s earnings for service rendered after his commence- 
ment date. (hereinafter referred to as Future Service Con- 
tributions). 


(2) The contributions of a member will be deducted 
from his earnings by the employer and remitted to the Insurer 
monthly together with employer contributions for the same 
period. 


5. AMOUNT OF RETIRBMENT ANNUITY — 


Future Service (being service rendered by a member 
after the effective date of the Plan.) Each member of the 
Plan will receive, at Normal Retirement Date, subject to the 
terms of this Plan, the amount of annuity purchased by the 
contributions made by the member himself and by the 
employer on his behalf for Future Service, together with 
interest thereon. 


6. PAYMENT OF RETIRHMENT ANNUITY — 


The Retirement Annuity -will commence on the contract 
anniversary nearest the normal retirement age of the member 
and will be payable in monthly instalments as long as he lives, 
provided that sixty monthly instalments will be paid as an 
annuity im any event. 


7. OPTIONAL TYPES OF ANNUITY — 


(1) In place of the normal type of annuity, as described 
in section 6 above, a member may at any time more than 
five years before his retirement annuity commences or with- 
in three months from his date of registration with the Insurer 
choose any one of the following types provided the cost to 
the employer is not thereby increased: 


(a) Joint and Survivorship Annuity — providing a 
smaller annuity but payable during the lifetime of the 
member and another person, generally his wife, and continu- 
ing until the death of the survivor. 


(b) Annuity payable for life but 120 monthly instal- 
ments guaranteed in any event. 


(2) Option fior Retirement Annuity Commencing After 
Normal Retirement Date — 
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In the event of any employee included hereunder con- 
tinuing in the employment of the employer after normal 
retirement date payment of the retirement annuity in respect 
of the employee may, at the written request of the employer 
made at least ten days prior to the emplloyee’s normal retire- 
ment date, be deferred for a period not exceeding five years 
from the employee’s normal retirement date jout not beyond 
the date on which the employee attains the age of 70 years. 
Premium payments in respect of the employee shall cease 
at the employee’s normal retirement date. 


(Information will be supplied by the Insurer on request 
as to the approximate amount of annuity that would! be re- 
ceived under any one of these options.) 


8. TERMINATION OF EMPLOYMENT — 


(1) This Plan shall not permit any cash withdrawal 
except where the monies standing to the credit of an employee 
will produce an annuity cf less than $120.00 at Normal Retire- 
ment Date, and in that case the employee shall be paid a 
sum not less than his contributions together with interest 
thereone upon leaving the service of the municipality or local 
board. 


(2) Subject to subsection (1), this Plan shail provide 
that where an employee leaves thie service of the municipali- 
ty or local board before reaching normal retirement age, he 
shall receive a paid-up policy providing for such annuity, 
commencing on retirement date and payable in monthly 
instalments, as the funds standing to his credit, together 
with interest thereon, will then purchase. 


(3) Subject to Section 16 (1), there shall be no assign- 
ment or transfer of any annuity or any instaliments payable 
in this Plan. 


(4) Subject to subsection (1) and (2), all payments of 
the municipality or local board and: the employee together 
with interest on the sum of both shall vest in the employee 
when ;paid or earned. 


9. RE-EMPLOYMENT — 


Any memlber whose employment has been terminated 
and who is subsequently re-employed by the employer will, 
for purposes of this Plan be considered a new employee. * 
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10. EARLY RETIREMENT — 


A member may be permitted to retire on the first day 
of any month for reasons of sickness or disability as deter- 
mined by the employer. The amount of monthly annuity 
thereupon payable to the member will be on a reduced scale 
in such amiounits as the funds standing to his credit together 
with interest thereon will then purchase. 


11. DEATH BENEFITS — 
(1) Before Retirement 


(a) If a member dies before the first instalment of his 
Retirement Annuity is due, whether or not he is in the em- 
ploy of the employer at the diate of death, an amount equal 
to the contributions he has made under the Plan wiil be 
paid to his designated joeneficiary in a dump sum together 
with interest theron up to the date of death. 


(b) In additicn, the amount equal to the Future Service 
Contributions paid on his behalf by the employer together 
with interest thereon up to the date of death, will be paid 
to his designated beneficiary in a lump sum. 


(2) After Retirement 


If a member dies after the first instalment of his Retire- 
ment Annuity has become due and before sixty monthly 
annuity payments have been received, the annuity payments 
will be continued to his diesignated beneficiary as they become 
due, until sixty monthly payments in all have been made. 
However, if a memiber has elected an ciptional type of annuity, 
the death benefits, if aniy, willl be determined accordingly. 


12. ABSENCES FROM WORK 


Authorized absences from work shall not constitute ter- 
mination of employment for purposes of this Plan, but will 
be governed as follows: 


(1) If the member receives pay, contributions will con- 
tinue and he will be entitled to all benefits as though he were 
actually at work. 


(2) If the memiber does not receive pay, contributions 
will cease but any benefits previously purchased: will not be 
affected. Upon return to active service, contributions will be 
resumed.

13. LIMITATION OF ASSIGNMENT — 


(1) The Retirement Annuity and other benefits under 
the Plan are not assignable, whether by voluntary action or 
iby operation of law. 


(2) A member may not borrow against his contributions 
nor withdraw them: at any time. 


14. RIGHT TO EMPLOYMENT OR BENEFITS — 


Participation in this Plan will not give any member the 
right to be retained in the service of the employer, or any 
right or dlaim to benefits, unless the right to such benefits 
has specificially accrued under the terms of this Plan. 


15. ADMINISTRATION OF THE PLAN — 


The employer reserves the right to decide all matters 
arising in the administration and interpretation of the Plan, 
subject to the terms of the Retirement Annuity Contract. It 
will be the obligation of the employer to pay over to the 
Insurer the contributions collected from the members, to- 
gether with the contributions required to be made by the 
emp!oyer under the Plan and it will be the obligation of the 
Insurer to pay benefits as set out in this Plan im accordance 
with contributions received. 


16. TRANSFER OF PENSION FUNDS — 


(1) Where an employee, on or after the Ist day of 
‘March, 1948 has become or becomes a member of, 


(a) the civil service of Ontario or Canada, 


(b) the civic service of any other municipality or local 
board, or 


_ (ce) the staff of any board, commission or public institu- 
tion established under any Act of the Legislature, council 
shall, on the written request of the employee, by by-law 
authorize the transfer of and shall transfer a sum equal to 
the credit of the employee in this Plan including the payments 
and deductions made by the employer andi emp!oyee together 
‘with interest thereon, to any like fund or plan maintained to 
provide superannuation benefits or pensions for the mem+ 
bers of such civil or civic service or staff, as the case may 
ibe, where such fund or plan allows such transfers thereto. 
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(2) Where a member of, 


(a) the civil service of Ontario or Canada, 


(b) the civic service of any other municipality or local 
board or, 


(c) the staff of any board, commission or public in- 
stitution established under any Act of the Legislature, 
on or after the lst day of March, 1948, has become or be- 
comes an employee of this municipality or one of its local 
boards, and a sum of money is transferred from any fund 
or plan maintained to provide superannuation benefits or 
pensions for the members of such civil or civic service or 
staff, as the case may ‘be, to the credit of the employee, the 
council shall by by-law authorize the transfer, and shall 
transfer, into this Plan the said sum applicable to the em- 
ployee in the like manner as a payment for past service. 
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Regulations Under The Plan 


I. PROOF OF AGE — 


(a) At the time of joining the plan, or as soon therafter 
as possible a member will send to the Insurer a birth or 
ibaptismal certificate, as proof of his date of birth. The birth 
or baptismal certificate will be returned to the member. 


(jb) Ifa birth or baptismal certificate cannot be obtained, 
the member will submit a Statutory Declaration as to the 
date of birth by parent, or a copy of the entry of his date of 
birth in the family Bible, certified to be a true copy by a 
Lawyer, Justice of the Peace, Notary Pulblic or Commissioner 
to Taking Oaths. 


(c) If such canncit be cibtained, the member will sulbbmit 
a Statutory Declaration by a responsible person having 
cause to know of this date of birth, stating that no other docu- 
mentary proof of age can be obtained. 


(d) If such cannot be obtained, the member will himself 
submit a Statutory Declaration as to his date of birth stating 
that no other proof of age can be obtained. 


2. BENEFICIARY — 


Each employee, on becoming a member of the Plan, may 
designate any perscn as his beneficiary to receive such sums 
as may be payable on or after his death, reserving the right. 
to change the beneficiary from time to time with the assent. 
of the Insurer. If, on the death of the member, there should 
be no living designated beneficiary with respect to himself, 
such sums as would otherwise be payalble tio his designated 
ibeneficiary will be p2yable to the legal representatives of 
the memiber. 
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3. EVIDENCE OF MEMBERSHIP — 


Each member of the Plan will receive from the Insurer 
evidence that he has been included as a member of the Plan. 


4. TERMINATIION OF SERVICE — 


A member shall be deemed to have finally terminated his 
service when, in the opinion of the employer, he has termin- 
ated his employment without reason to believe that he will 
be further employed: 


5. SUSPENSION OF SERVICE — 


A member shall be deemed to have suspended his service 
when he is temporarily off duty without pay for any reason 
other than on account of illness or accident, except as other- 
‘wise provided herein, or in the Plan. 


6. SERVICE TO COUNT TOWARDS EMPLOYER’S 
SHARE OF RETIREMENT ANNUITY — 


In computing a member’s period of past service towards 
the employer’s share of Retirement Annuity, the following 
regulations shall prevail: Service to be included 

(a) All time worked with any or all Departments of the 
employer or all time worked and paid or contributed to in 
whole or in part by the employer. 

(b) <All time lost on account of absence for reasons of 
illness where a member is paid for such absence. 

(c) All time lost on account of absence for reasons of 
illness where a member is not paid for such absence but is 
considered as beini’ on sick leave. 

(d) All time lost on account of seasonal lay-offs where 
a member is not paid! for such absence, but who qualifies as 
a permanent employee. 


7. DISABILITY — 


“Disability” as set out in the Plan shall be interpreted 
to mean that a member has furnished medical testimony 
satisfactory to the employer that he is unable to continue 
further at his employment. 





BY-LAW No. 971 


A By-Law of The Corporation of the County of Norfolk, 
being a By-Law to restrict and regulate the destruction of 
trees by cutting, burning or other means. 


WHEREAS it is deemed imperative for the general 
welfare of The County of Norfolk to maintain and improve 
the forest and soil, and game and fish resources of the County 
iby preserving and propagating the woodlands of the County. 


AND WHEREAS by The Trees Act, Statutes of Ontario 
1950, Chapter 399, Section 3; The Trees Amendment Act 
1954, Chapter 98, Section 1; The Council of a County is 
empowered to pass By-Laws; 


(a) restricting and regulating the destruction of trees 
by cutting, burning or other means, and 


(b) providing for the appointment of officers to enforce 
the provisions of any By-Law passed under this section. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE COUNTY OF 
NORFOLK ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: That;— 


(1) No trees of desirable species as ‘listed below that 
do not attain the measurement as also specified below may 
be destroyed by cutting, burning or ‘by other means;

(c) interfere with the rights or powers of the Hydro 
Electric Power Commission of Ontario or any other Board 
or Commission which is performing its functions for or on 
behalf of The Government of Ontario. 


(d') apply to trees growing upon any highway or upon 
any opened road allowance. 


(e) apply iio trees growing in a woodlot having an area 
not exceeding two acres. 


(f) interfere with the cutting of number one Christmas 
Trees between the day of and the 25th 
day of December in any year. 
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(3) Amy person who violates the provisions of this By- 
Law shall be guilty of an offence and liable to a penalty of 
mot exceeding $400.00 or to a term of imprisonment not. 
exceeding three months. : 


(4) Enforcement officers under the provisions of this. 
By-Law shail comprise a Commission of three members, 
other than members of Council, to be known as “The Trees 
Conservation Commission of the County of Norfolk,” 
to be appointed by resolution of the Council and to hold 
office for a period determined by Council, at a remuneration 
of $1.00 per hour and a miieage allowance of six cents per 
mile for car when employed or driving on the duties of the 
Commission. 


(5) That By-Law No. 957 is hereby repealed. 
(6) ‘This By-Laiw shall come into force andi take effect. 
on the approval of The Honourable, The Minister of Lands.

Whereas under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 165 Section 25 (1), 
High School Trustees shall be appointed at the last regular 
meeting held by the appointing body in the calendar year 
and shall take office on the lst day of January of the follow- 
ing year. 


And Whereas under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 165 Section 18 
(4) (a) (b) the Council of the County may appoint one 
trustee for each high school district who shall hold office 
for one year. 


And ‘Whereas under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 165, Section 
19 (1) (b) (i) where the majority of the memibers of a high 
school board or board of education favours the appointment 
of more than one trustee by a County: Council, the board may 
request the Council of the County to appoint three trustees. 
instead of one. 


And Whereas under R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 165 Section 19 
(2) where a County Council appoints three trustees to a 
High School Board or a Board of Education, one of such 
trustees shall retire each year. 


And Whereas the Delhi District High School Board has 
requested, by resolution, that three trustees be appointed 
for the Delhi District High School Board. 


Therefore Be It Enacted by the Council of the County 
of Norfolk in Council assembled that; 
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1. Mr. H. J. H. Barrett of the Town of Port Dover be 
hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Simcoe 
District High Sichhool Boamnd for the year 1955. 


2. Mr. Charles L. Hall of the Township of Townsend 
ibe hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Wiaterford 
District High School Board for the year 1955. 


3. Mr. S. F. McClatchie of the Township of Windham 
be thereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Delhi 
District High School Board for the years 1955, 1956 and 
1957. 


4. Mr. Wm. Marshall of the Township of Windham be 
hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Delhi Dis- 
trict High School Board for the year 1955 and 1956. 


5. Dr. John Brown of the Township of Middleton be 
hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Delhi District 
High School Board for the year 1955. 


And Be It Further Enacted that all By-Laws inconsistent 
with this By-Law are hereby repealed.
